Rule  59. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1867, ’’whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  Tram- 
way, Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
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trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com- 
munity, or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature 
to  any  former  Act,— shall  recpiire  a Notice,  clearly

BRITISH  COLUMBIA  BOARD  OF  DENTAL 
EXAMINERS  AND  PUBLISHED  IN  PUR- 
SUANCE OF  THE  PROVISIONS  OF  THE 
“DENTISTRY  ACT.” 


By-Laws  adopted  6th  April,  1895. 

1 . This  Board  shall  meet  annually  at  the  time  and 
place  of  the  meeting  of  the  B.  C.  Dental  Association 
or  at  other  such  time  and  place  as  the  Board  shall 
agree  upon,  to  conduct  the  examination  of  applicants. 

They  shall  also  meet  for  the  same  purpose  at  the 
call  of  any  three  members  of  the  Board  at  such  time 
and  place  as  may  be  designated  by  same  members. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside 
at  all  meetings  of  the  Board.  In  case  of  absence  of 
President,  a chairman  is  to  be  elected  by  members 
present. 

3.  The  Secretary  is  to  take  and  preserve  correct 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  meetings  of  the 
Board;  to  notify  members  of  meetings;  to  keep  a cor- 
rect list  of  all  dentists  duly  qualified  to  practise  in 
the  Province,  and  a correct  account  of  all  moneys  re- 
ceived and  disbursed  by  the  Board. 

4.  The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  the  funds  of 
the  Board  and  attend  to  the  collection  and  payment 
of  moneys,  but  no  moneys  are  to  be  paid  by  him  with- 
out an  order  signed  by  the  President  and  counter- 
signed by  the  Secretary.  He  is  to  keep  a clear  and 
detailed  statement  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures, 
which  is  to  be  laid  before  the  Board  at  the  annual 
meeting,  and  shall  deliver  up  to  his  successor  on  re- 
tiring from  office  all  books,  papers  and  funds  in  his 
possession  belonging  to  the  Board.
